WasmrwoTow, Oct. 27.—Captain How-
ard, one of the three clerks in the Pension
Bureau who have filed charges in the form
of afidavits against the conduet of the office
by Commissioner Raum, has written a letter
to Secretary Nobls resigning his position.
It was his intention to give it to the press
to-night, but ata late hour he concluded
that this might seem discourteousto the
Becretary, as it would appear in the news-
papers before it could reach the Depart-
ment. Tt is therefore withheld from the
publie prints till to-morrow.

The letter is the result of the action or
lack of action st a Cabinet meeting, held
to-day, st which the grave condition of
affairs at the Pension Office was fully dis-

TOSITION OF BOYER'S ATTORNEY.

It was then noon. The entire morning
had been talked awav. Mr. Shapley, the
attorney for the acensed, asked the Senate to
rule that the case had been closed.

Hensel asked that his questions be ad-
mitted first, and the two great lawyers
locked horns in a short but spirited war of
words, Mr. Shapley char Mr. Hensel
with uot only attempling to run the case,
but the entire Senate. Hensel retorted
that he did not have any disposition to run
vither the Senate or the scensed, but he in-
sisted that Mr. Shapley must not assume
the position of a dictator to the Senate or
to the Attorney General.

Senator Hall defended the Attorney Gen-
eral and characterized Mr. Shapley's
remarks as being indecent, unfair and un-
parliamentary.

Hensel indicated his first question and
sfter a speech by Senutor Penrose, the
resolution was adopted.

RECESS APPOINTMENTS

HOLD GOOD UNTIL THE END OF THE
SENATE'S SESSION,

Then the Appointees Can Be Recommis-
sioned—Governor Pattison Won't Talk
on the Matter—The List of Those Made
in Alleghepy Connty,

HARRISBURG, Oct. 27.—[Special.]—Goy-
ernor Pattison positively refused to talk to-
day on the anonymous interview eirenlated
by the Patriot of this city, questioning the
suthority of the appointees of the Governor
sinc;ltlw adjournment of the regular Senate
to fill their places or to perform their duties
without their appbintment being confirmed
by the present Senate.

Tt is a fact, however, that the sppoint-
ments made Wy the Governor between ses-
tions of the Sennte hold good from the end
of one spssion until the end of another, and
the appointments of the Governor made
since May 290, and up until the Iast day of
the present session, ean be eonfirmed before
the adjournment, or they can be recommis-
gioned after the andjournment. Rither
way fully satisfies the law.

He refuses at this time to divulge the
complete scope of his exposures.

GIST OF THE COMING CHARGES.

Tt is known in a genernl way that the afi-
davits of Howard, Engle and Tavler con-
tained charges that Green D Raum, Jr.,
had asked money of clerks as the price of
their promotion, and promising that his
father would ?rumote them it they came
down with a “loan,” that officials in the
bureau had connived at the issue of fraudu-
lent and forged pension papers, with the
knowledge of Commissioner Raum; that
money was paid upon forged certificates
with Raum's knowledge, and that the offend-
ing officials were retained in office; t
olgcluln had been nsed fo promote the in-
terests of certain pension claims attorne
and with the knowledge and e ion o
General Raum, and other things that have
not yet leaked to the public.

In addition to the contents of the affi-
davits, Mr. Howard says he has mg other
facts in regard to the scandal of the bureau.

Omaha, Despite His At-
tempt at Disguise.

SAYS HE TOOK $35,000

From the Franklin School Board
Because It Came So Easy.

SKIPPED ON ADVICE OF FRIENDS,

A Echool Director Isughs at the Story
That There Was No Aundit.

TOBEBROUGHT BACK TO-MORROW NIGHT

OmaAHA, NEB., Oct, 27.—Theodore Doer.
flinger, the absconding Treasurer of the
Franklin School Board of Pittsburg, ar-
rived in Omaha this morning from Chicagno.
He came in very unostentatiously, and his
coming was unannounced exeept by a
couple of telegrams to the Chief of Police to
arrest him on the charge 6f embezzlement
and wire the Chieago and Pittshurg anthori.
ties, Chief Detective Haze met the train
at the transfer on the other side of the river,
picked out his man, and as soon as he
reached the Omaha depot placed him under
arrest.

The prisoner insisted at first that his
name was Jones, but soon admitted that the
officer was right, and that he was the Pitts-
burg defanlter. At the station he talked
very freely, and admitted that there wasa
shortage of abéit §35,000 in his accounts.
Fie said his stealings had extended over
sbout the whole time that he had been
Treasurer, and that the Auditing Commit-
tee had never done anything more than to
easnally examine his mecounts, while for
the past three years it had not locked at
them at all, :

Cannot Explair Where the Money Went.

Doerflinger =said he could not tell how the
money had gone, but thought he had beea
too accommodating and had let everyone
have money who bad asked for it. He ad-
mits the truth of the charge, and that he is
a fugitive from justicu as well, but cheer-
fully asserts that be is not wholly to blawe
for it, as the committee which was supposed
to sudit his accounts wofully neglected its
duty and allowed him (o stesl without let
or hindranee. He said the drug business
had always paid, and he had not lest the
money in business. He cluims that he
gambled but little, drank even less, and was

Alderman McKenna had fixed
to-morrow for the hearing in the suit of the
School Board against Doerflinger. IF Le is
not brought back in time the hearing will
doubtless be postponed until the next day.

There is considerab le difference of opinion
on whether the School Board will lose
snything by the defaleation. Py dedueting
the £5,000 warrant to Murpby & Hamilton,
whieh, it is elaimed, will be tha: firm's own
loss, the shortage in sehool funds does not
amonut to mueh over $10,000. Tt is elnimed
Doerflinger's property will more than cover
this amount. Others say the man had no
